LAREDO, Tex., Dec. 12.— Presi­ 
dent Samuel Gompers of the Ameri­ 
can Federation of Labor arrived at 
the American border here at 7:30 
this morning in a critical condition 
suffering from bronchial infection. 
He is to be rushed to San Antonio 
late this morning and will be taken 
to St. Anthony hotel there this after 
noon. , 
His physician said his life ’lyould 
be in danger unless he could be 
given hospital treatment shortly. He 
sank low yesterday and last night 
on his trip from Mexico City where 
he has been attending the Pan-Am­ 
erican Labor Federation meeting but 
with remarkable vitality rallied this 
morning and is much improved. 
A room in a local hospital had 
been reserved for him by the Uni­ 
ted States customs office hut his 
improvement was such that it was 
believed it would be safe to take 
him on to San Antonio. 
The coach in which Gompers was 
lying was taken from the train and 
brought to the American side with­ 
out the usual customs formalities.

Oklahoma City, Dec. 12.— (Special 
to the -News.)—More than 100,000 
school children of the state of Okla­ 
homa will be contestants In the 
Modern Health Crusade, under the 
direction of the Oklahoma Public 
Health Associate a during the year 
1924-25 and will assist with the 
Christmas Seal sale according to 
advance ^estimates just issued by It. 
H. Hixon, managing director of the 
association. December 18th is known 
as “Crusade Day” in the seal sale. 
Each child enrolled in the Crusade 
is expected to put one seal on his 
chore card that day. 
The modern Health Crusade is a 
well-organised system of inducing 
school children to give attention to 
personal hygiene duties that will in­ 
sure good health and long life. To 
avoid the appearance of duty, con­ 
tests are conducted which make the 
performance of the duties appear 
more like a game than a task. 
The work in the schools is con­ 
fined to pupils in the third, fourth, 
fi*th and sixth grades. It is believed 
by those in charge of the work that 
*f good health habits are developed 
during these four years, that they 
will not soon be forgotten. 
Tell effect of 
this 
educational 
work is hard to determine because 
these habits tend to determine what 
the general 
state of 
the 
child’s 
health will be even after he or she 
becomes an adult. This year over 
75,000 school children entered the 
contest, which was very spirited. 
Each year from among all the con­ 
testants one child is selected as gov­ 
ernor, and one as lieutenant gover­ 
nor. The honor is regarded very 
highly, and forms a strong incen­ 
tive for the successful completion 
of the “health chores” as they are 
called. Worley Stuart of Watonga 
is Governor for 1924-25 school term, 
and Harold Wallace of Holdenville 
lieutenant governor. 
The cost of conducting the Modern 
Health Crusade among the children 
is financed out of the receipts from 
the annual Christmas seal sale, that 
is now going .on throughout every 
community in Oklahoma and the 
United States. It is pointed out by 
K. H. Hixon, managing director or 
the association, that money invested 
in this way pa>s larger dividends 
than almost any of the other activi­ 
ties of the health association, be­ 
cause it “gets ’em while 
they’re 
young. It is a well known fact,” that 
educational efforts bring greater re­ 
sults with children than with grown 
people because habits formed by 
children tend to stay with them. “ It 
is a hard job to change the habits 
of people after they are growm up.”
